F. No. IPC|3|8|85(Pt.).—In exercise of the powers conferred under 
paragraph 16 of the Export and Import Policy, 1992—97, the Director General 
of Foreign Trade hereby makes the iollowing amendments in Chapter V of the 
Hand Book of Procedures, 1992—97 as a further measure of liberalisation of 
pfocediires in hotel, tourism and travel industry :— 

1. Paragraph 45 shall be substituted by the following:— 

“Travel agents, tour operators and restaurants.—Travel agents, tour 
operators and restaurants, recognised by the Director General of 
Tourism, Government of India or ft State Government, shall be en¬ 
titled to import licences upto a value of 2.5 per cent of the foreign 
exchange earned by them during the preceding licensing year. Such 
licences may be granted for import of essential goods related to ihe 
travel and tourism industry, including office and other equipment 
required for their own professional use.** 
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2. Paragraph 48 shall be substituted by the following:—■ 

“Transfer of import licences.—The import licences granted under 
paragraphs 44 and 45 above arc freely transferable to any unit, 
division or company engaged in hotel, tourism or travel industry.'' 

3. Paragraph 49 shall be substituted by the following:— 

“Actual user condition.—Although the import licences granted under 
paragarphs 44 and 45 above arc ficcly larnsfcrable wifhin the hotel, 
tourism or travel industry, the goods imported against own or 
acquired licences shall be subject to actual user condition and shall 
not be transferred without the permission of the Director General 
of Foreign Trade.” 

2. The above amendments have been made in public interest.
